Beit enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
Arkansas, That all that district of country embraced within the 
limits of section three, the north fractional half of section two, 
the south-west quarter of section two, the north-west quarter of 
the south-east quarter of section two, the north half of section 
ten, and the north-west fractional, quarter, west’ of the Quapaw 
line, of section eleven, all south of the Arkansas river, and in 
township one north, range twelve west, be, and the same is here- 
by erected into a corporate city forever by the name of the city 
of Little Rock.  —s*

peace and good order, and for the better ruling and governing 
said city and inhabitants, there shall be a mayor and eight alder-

Srotton 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of Arkansas, That the auditor of public accounts, treasurer and 
secretary of state, be, and they are hereby authorized and re- 
quired, to contract- with James L. Hodges, John C. Peay and 
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Charles Ayliff, of Little Rock, upon the terms hereinafter stated, 
for the construction of an additional workshop, removing a build- 
ing upon the grounds, and fitting the same up for cooking and 
dining room purposes, for.convicts, and for repairing generally, 
the public property at the state penitentiary; First to remove the 
wooden building now on the grounds of the former blacksmith 
shop, to the east part of the prison yard, and to fitit up ina 
workmanlike manner, for a cook room and dining room for con- 
victs.

Third, An entire new roof to the main or cell building, covered 
with the best'tin roofing, in a workman like manner; new doors 
and locks to be put on all the cells destitute of the same, after 
the style and manner of those now in use, except there shall be 
no dungeon doors put on said cells; all cell doors repaired and 
put in good condition ; all locks repaired or new ones put on of 
the style and strength of those now in use; all cell doors and win- 
dow grates to be painted, and kept so, that they may not be fur- 
ther destroyed by rust; the main -walls of the dormitory to be 
extended eighteen (18) inches higher, and said dormitory to be 
covered with stone and such necessary material as will render the’ 
upper row of cells as secure for prisoners as possible; the galleries 
around and at-the entrance of the cells to be made new and safe, 
- and said galleries to be four feet in width, with iron brackets, and 
with strong and substantial wooden railings, and said galleries to 
have matched and planed floors, one and one-quarter (13) inches 
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in thickness, by not to exceed eight inches in width; all to be 
done in a workmanlike manner. All the windows,seventy-two (72) 
in number, of said main building, to be furnished and put in, 
in a workmanlike manner; the said main building, and the cells 
all to be properly warmed by means of steam conveyed through- 
out the building by pipes,- properly adapted for the same ; and 
finally, for each and every of said cells, a good and substan- 
tial iron bedstead, each to be supplied with mattrass, and suffi- 
cient bed clothing for the health of the convicts. 

Fourth, Thirty-four (84) new windows to be put in the brick 
work-shop, now situated on the west side of prison yard, stairs .to 
said work-shop to be erected, and the roof of said work-shop to be 
kept in good repair. 

Fifth, A new roof to be put on the warden’s building; said 
roof to be covered with the best tin; new floor to be laid in all 
the rooms on lower story of said warden’s building, and all the 
rooms of said warden’s building, not now plastered, to be plas- 
tered, and the whole of said building to be repaired and fitted up 
in a workmanlike manner. 

‘Sixth. An engine and boiler house to be constructed at the best 
and most convenient point, between the main cell building, and 
the workshop, for heating said cell building, and for propelling 
such machinery as may be required. 

Seventh, Said contractors, James L. Hodges, John C. Peay 
and Charles -Ayliff, agree to put into said penitentiary, steam 
heating apparatus for making steam, with which to heat said cell 
building, and for running such machinery as may be required ; 
and to furnish all machinery, tools and so on, required for the use 
of said convicts to carry on the manufacture of any article the 
said contractors, James L. Hodges, John O. Peay and Charles 
Ayliff may desire to manufacture, without any expense to the

destitute widows of deceased soldiers; and the number of indigent 

children of soldiers who were disabled or killed in battle, or died 
while inservice; if killed or died, stating name, age, rank, com- 
pany, regiment or battalion, when and where wounded, disabled, 
killed or died, while in service in the late war, not already pro- 
vided for by pension, bounty or otherwise by the United States, 
together with the names of surviving parents or guardians; Pro- 
vided, That the benefits of this act, shall extend to indigent 
widows and children of persons who were not enlisted as soldiers 
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in the late war, and are not provided: for by the United States 
government, who were killed by jayhawkers during the late war. 

Src. 4. Be tt further enacted, That parties claiming the benefit 
of this act, as well as such as are put on this list wrongfully, 
shall be examined and decided by the county courts of the re- 
spective counties, which court may call to their aid any compe- 
tent surgeon to give opinion upon the extent of the disability. 
It shall be the duty of the said court to examine and decide such 
cases, as soon as practicable after such report of the tax assessor

ceed to contract with some reputable manufacturing establishment 
for the requisite number of artificial limbs of good and approved 
quality ; Provided, That the auditor shall first take into conside- 
ration the expediency of establishing a manufactory at some suit- 
able point in this state for the manufacturing of the artificial limbs 
contemplated in this act, and that Doctor P. O. Hooper, is here- 
by appointed agent to superintend the fitting of the artificial 
limbs upon the persons entitled to them, under this act, under 
such regulations as he and the auditor may deem necessary in car- 
rying out the intentions of this act; and in case the agent appointed 
under this act, should die, or otherwise become disqualified, the 
auditor shall appoint a suitable surgeon to fill such vacancy, who 
shall receive such compensation for his services as the auditor 
may deem reasonable, and shall draw his warrant upon the state 
treasurer for a sufficient sum, payable out of the fund set apart 
for that purpose by this act, to pay for the purchase, delivery and 
fitting such artificial limbs. And further, That the auditor of 
public accounts shall transcribe into a well bound book, all such 
lists of beneficiaries and maimed soldiers, annually, in his office, 
as provided under this act, such book to be kept in his office, as 
an historical record, for the inspection of all concerned ; and for 
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such services the auditor shall réceivé, annually, the sum of three 
hundred dollars; and for the services required under section ten 
of this act, the auditor shall receive, an additional sum of three 
hundred dollars, payable out of any moneys set apart for the pay- 
ment of state officers by law.

all matters, acts and things necessary or expedient to carry into 
effect, the object and purposes of this act, not repugnant to the 
constitution and laws of this state and of the United States. 

Suc. 2. Be it further enacted, That Sterling H. Tucker, John 
Robins, John J. McAlmont, A. McDonald, Noah H. Badgett, 
William W. Adams, Gordon N. Peay, George C. Watkins, Cullen 
G. Cribbs, and John J. Clendenin, be and they are hereby ap- 
pointéd commissioners to superintend the opening of books .for

present constable of said city has been elected and commissioned. 

Src. 34. Be it further enacted, That there shall be a judge of 
the police court, who shall be elected at the same time, and hold 
his office for the same term, as the mayor and aldermen and. other

C. Brown 
and Braxton C. Crump, of Crittenden county, and David C. Cross, 
of Cross county, and their associates, successors and assigns, be, 
and they are hereby made a body corporate and politic, under 
the name and style of the “Crittenden and Cross County Levied 
Road Company,” and by that name and style shall be capable in 
law and equity to sue and be sued, plead and be impleaded, de- 
fend and be defended, in any court or place whatsoever ; to make, 
have and use a common seal, the same to renew or alter at plea- 
sure, and by that name and style to be capable in law of contract- 
ing or being contracted with, and of purchasing, holding and 
conveying real and personal estate, and are hereby vested with

Szotion 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of Arkansas, That a body politic and corporate is hereby created 
under the name‘ and style of the “Batesville and Jacksonport 
Turnpike Company,” for the purpose of constructing, keeping in 
repair, and controlling a turnpike road, from the town of Bates- 
ville, in the county of Independence, to the town of Jacksonport, in 
the county of Jackson, state of Arkansas, and may have power 
to contract, sue and be sued, purchase, hold, lease, encumber, 
or sell personal or real estate necessary to the legitimate purposes 
of the corporation ; may have a common seal, and exercise all 
the powers, and enjoy all the rights and franchises, ordinarily ap- 
pertaining to corporations at common law, and by the statutes of 
Arkansas. 

Sro. 2. Be it further enacted, That the capital stock of said 
company shall consist of fifty thousand dollars, with power, in said 
company, to increase the same tothe extent necessary to effect its 
legitimate a a which capital stock shall be divided into 
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shares of twenty-five dollars, each, to be considered as personal 
property, assignable in such manner as s may be prescribed by the 
by-laws of the company. 

Szo. 3. Be it further enacted, That for the organization of said ` 
company, Edwin McGuire, Thomas Cox, E. T. Burr, Charles J. 
Washburne, and James Rutherford, at Batesville; E. L. Watson,

and to build safe and suitable bridges, of good material, over all 
streams on the uplands, and over all sloughs, in such a manner 
as to make said road.accessible for travel at all seasons; and all 
levees to be well causewayed with plank or split timber; Pro- 
vided, that said company may, if they deem it best ¢o use gravel 
or stone on said levee, in sufficient quantities to render the said

perfect good faith, paid to the proper officer of the only state 
‘government then in existence and exercising power in the state

Sscrion 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of Arkansas, That the town of Pocahontas, in the county of Ran- 
dolph, state of Arkansas, and the inhabitants thereof, shall be, 
and are hereby created, established and constituted a body politic 
and: corporate, by the name and style of “ Town of Pocahontas,” 
and the council hereinafter provided for, shall have power to fix 
the metes and bounds of said corporation, and shall have a plat 
thereof, recorded in the office of the clerk of the county court; Pro- 
vided, said corporation shall not extend more than one mile back 
from Black river; and by that name shall be known in law and 
equity; have perpetual succession, sue and be sued, plead and. 
be impleaded, in all courts of law and equity, having competent 
jurisdiction, and in all. actions and matters whatsoever; may re- 
ceive, purchase and hold pruperty, real, personal and mixed, 
within the limits of said town, and adjacent thereto, and may 
lease, sell, dispose of, and convey the same, for the benefit of said _ 
town; may have a common seal, and may alter or change at 
pleasure, and may do all other acts, as natural persons.

Suction 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of .Arkansas, That the owners of the shares herein authorized to 
be issued be and they are hereby made a body politic and corpo- 
rate, under the name and style of the “National Depository and 
Industrial Agency,” with power and authority under that name 
and style to contract and be contracted with, to sue and be sued, 
to plead and be impleaded, with all the rights, powers and privi- 
-leges which may become necessary and proper for them to have, 
possess, exercise and enjoy, as a company incorporated for the 
purpose hereinafter stated, and may take, have, hold, possess and 
acquire, by gift, grant or purchase, any property or estate, real or

governed by the same laws, rules and regulations, in both civil 


-` and criminal matters, that govern justices of the peace: Provid- 


ed, that nothing herein contained shall preclude justices of the 
peace, in and for Gray township, from holding their courts in said 
town as heretofore; he shall have power to administer oaths, so- 
lemnize marriages, take depositions and acknowledgments of deeds, 
mortgagés and other instruments of writing, affecting the title of 
lands or other property, and certify the same under the seal of 
said town, and all such matters so certified by him shall be re- 

ceived in evidence throughout the state of Arkansas, and the 
United States; and be, in all respects, as legal and valid as the seal 
of the county of White. 

Dro. 12. Be tt further enacted, That the mayor shall have ex- 
clusive jurisdiction in all matters arising under the ordinances of 
said town, and concurrent jurisdiction in all other cases in which 
jurisdiction is conferred upon him by this act, and, in all appeals 
from his judicial decisions, they shall be to the circuit court 
of the county of White, and be governed by the same laws, rules 
and regulations, that govern justices of the peace in cases of 
appeal. 

Szo. 18. Be it further enacted, That the mayor shall have 
the power to issue all writs necessary and proper to carry into 
effect the powers and authority conferred upon him by this act, 
and which shall be conferred upon him by the ordinances of said 
town, and to have brought before him forthwith, and to hear, de- 
termine, and punish, in a summary manner, according to the pro- 
visions of the ordinances of said town, and not inconsistent with 
the laws of the state of Arkansas, any and all persons charged 
with violating any ordinance of said town council.

guishment of fires, and to establish a fire company, to regulate 
the storage of gunpowder, saltpetre, tar, pitch, cotton, and other 
combustible materials, to prevent the firing of firearms, and ex- 
plosive compounds, in said town, to prevent the furious and un- 
necessary riding or driving of any horse, mare, mule, or other 
animal, within the limits of said town, to provide for the imposi- 

tion and collection of fines, penalties, and forfeitures, for thes 
breach of any ordinance of said town, and to appropriate the 
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moneys arising from fines, penalties, and forfeitures, licenses and 
taxes, and provide for the payment of debts and expenses of said 
town, to provide for and erect all needful buildings for the use of 
said town, to fix the compensation of town officers, regulate the 
fees of jurors, witnesses, and others, for services under this act, or 
any ordinance of the town; to pass such ordinances for the regu- 
lation and police of said town, not contrary to law, as said town 
council shall deem necessary to carry into effect the objects of 
this act, and the powers herein granted, to regillate, restrain, and 
prescribe the terms upon which freedmen shall be permitted to 
remain in said town, and to prescribe by ordinance for the pun- 
ishment by fine, not exceeding two hundred dollars, and by im- 
_prisonment. not exceeding ten days, of any person or persons, who 
shall wilfully disturb the peace of the town by loud, offensive, or 
indecent language, or by threatening, quarreling, challenging or 
fighting, or attempting to commit a breach of the peace, or pro- 
voking, or attempting to provoke another to commit a breach of 
the peace, or any person who shall be found intoxicated on the 
street, or disturb the peace and quiet of the town, and any person 
fined for breach of any ordinance of said town, may be impri- 
soned until such fine and costs are paid. —— 

Szo. 19. Be it further enacted, That all fines, penalties and’for- 
feitures, and moneys arising from licenses, accruing under this 
act, or any ordinance of said town, and all fines for offences less 
than felony, committed within the limits of said town, shall enure 
to the benefit of said town. 

20., Be it further enacted, That all power of granting or 
witholding license of every kind now exercised by, or which may 
be hereafter vested by law in the county court of the county of

sold for the non-payment of taxes or other revenue of said town, 
the town collector shall cause a notice to be published in a weekly 
newspaper in this state for six weeks in succession, which notice 
shall contain a correct description of the property to be sold, the 
amount of taxes and penalty due thereon, and the time and place 
of said sale, and the owner of such real estate sold shall have the 
right to redeem the same within twelve months, by paying the 
amount of taxes, penalty, and costs thereon, with one hundred 
per centum thereon, as provided by the laws of the state, for the 
redemption of lands sold for taxes, saving to infants and married 
women, the right to redeem within twelve months after such disa- 
bility shall be removed; and before any personal property shall be 
sold under the provisions of this act, or any ordinance of said 
town, the constable or collector shall give such notice as is re- 
quired by law of township constables, in making sale.

vV. Meuk i of the county af Jefferson ; James M. Lea, Wm 
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R. Harley, Elias. Dowdy, E. M. Harris, D: C. Hall, M. M. Duffie, 
B. M. Holmes, Jesse R. Harris, G. G. Lee, Alexander Butler, 
Aaron Yates and F. W. Compton, of the county of Dallas ; and

in Jefferson county, via Princeton in Dallas county, to Arkadelphia, 
in Clark county, and to have authority to extend said railrvad from 
Arkadelphia, so as to form a junction with the Little Rock and 
Fort Towson railroad as projected on the most practicable route, 
and shall have continuous succession for ninety-nine years, and 
- by said corporate name shall sue and be sued, contract and be 
contracted with, levy, acquire, purchase and grant, and sell real 
and personal property ; have a common seal, and change or alter 
the same at pleasure; elect such directors, officers, engineers and 
agents from time to time, as may be necessary; make by-laws 
and regulations for the government of the corporation, or for the 
transaction of its affairs and business, as may be necessary, from 
time to time, not contrary to the constitution of the United States 
or of this state, or this charter, and subject to this restriction ; 
the said corporation shall possess, and may exercise all the powers 
and privileges incident to a corporation aggregate at the common 
law, for the purpose of making and constructing the said railroad. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, That said company is 
hereby authorized and empowered to locate and construct, and 
finally complete and maintain a single or double track railroad, 
- from Pine Bluff, via Princeton to Arkadelphia, and to transport, 
take and carry persons and property upon such railroad by the 
power of steam, or any mechanical power, or any combination 
of them, which the said company may choose to apply; and, for 
the purpose of constructing said railroad, the company is hereby 
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authorized to lay out their road, not exceeding one hundred feet 
wide, through the whvle length, and for the purpose of depots? 
stations, cuttings and-embankments, and for the purpose of neces- 
sary turnouts, obtaining stone, gravel and other materials, may 
take as much more land as may be necessary for the construction, 
security and maintainence of said road, and to make any lawfal 
contract with any other railroad company, in relation to the 
business of said company, and also to make joint stock with any 
other corporation; Provided, that all damages that may be 
occasioned to any person or corporation, by the taking of any 
land or material as aforesaid, shall be assessed in the manner 
hereinafter set forth. 

Szo. 3. Be it further enacted, That the capital teak of said 
company shall be one million dollars, which may be increased to 
any amount sufficient to construct and fully equip said railroad» 
and which may be divided into shares of twenty-five dollars 
each, which shares shall be deemed personal property, and be 
transferable in such manner as the by-laws of the company may 
direct; Provided, that said company may organize so soon as 
' stock shall be taken to the amount of fifty thousand dollars. 

Src: 4. Be it further enacted, That the persons named in the 
first section of this act, or a majority of them, shall open books of 
subscription to the capital stock of said company, at such times 
and places as they may deem proper; Provided, that the directors 
may authorize any person or persons to receive subscription to 
the stock at any time or place. 

Szo. 5. Be it further enacted, That the immediate government 
of the affairs of said company shall be vested in a board of 
directors, eleven in number, who shall be stockholders and chosen 
by the stockholders of said company, in the manner hereinafter.

Be it further.enacted, That when their affidavits shall 
have been ‘duly filed in the office of the secretary of state, and 
the president of the company shall apply for the loan of the state

of the road so prepared, ten of the coupon bonds of the state, 
each for the sum of one thousand dollars, having not more than 
thirty years to run, and bedring interest, payable semi-annually, 
of not more than eight per cent. per annum; principal and inte- 
rest being made payable in the city of New York.

Suc. 5. Be it further enacted, That the receipt of any railroad 
company, for the bonds loaned to it by the state, shall immedi- 
ately operate as a lien upon the road, its rights, franchises, and 
all its property of every description, real and personal; and this 
lien shall be a mortgage on all the property, rights, and credits 
of the road, and shall have priority over any and all other debts, 
contracts, or liabilities, of said road; and said mortgage shall . 
continue until the entire amount loaned to the said. road by the 
state, shall have been paid off. ;

turity. 

Sro. 7. Be it further enacted, That if any railroad company, 
to whom the state may loan her credit, shall fail to provide for 
the payment of the semi-annual interest, accruing on said bonds, — 
or shall fail to provide a sinking fund for the gradual payment of 
the principal, as mentioned in section sixth, in this act, it shall 
be the duty of the governor, after giving thirty days’ notice to 
the president, or treasurer, or any director, to appoint a receiver, 
in whose hands he shall place said. railroad; and said réceiver,: 
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after giving bond and security, in such sum as to the governor 
may seem just; shall take charge.of, and operate, the said rail- 
road for and in behalf of the state, until-all the accruing interest 
on the bonds loaned shall have been paid off, and also until such 
a sinking fund shall have been provided for the gradual payment 
of the principal, as will be equal to four per cent. per annum, for 
the years during which there was a failure to Do for the 
same. 

Sec. 8. Be it further enacted, That whenever said interest, 
with the sinking fund due from said railroad to the state, shall 
have been provided for by said receiver, he shall deliver the road 
back again to the company, or its officers, with all the property, 
etc., belonging to it; but the lien on the same shall continue in 
force until the final extinction of the bonds loaned to it by the 
state. 

Sec. 9. Be it further enacted, That if, after a tall and fair 
experiment, the receiver, appointed by the governor, shall be 
satisfied that the railroad cannot provide for the interest and the 
sinking fund accruing on the bonds loaned it by the state, and 
shall so inform the governor, then the governor shall advertise 
said railroad, with all its property, of every description, its rights 
and franchises for sale; said advertisement to be in such news- 

papers and for such time, not less than ninety days, as he may 
= deem best; and said sale to be on such terms, and time, as he 
may think will most nearly provide for the payment of the bonds 
that may have been loaned said railroad company. 

Seo. 10. Be it further enacted, That railroad companies that 
desire to avail themselves of the aid hereby intended to be loaned, 
-must make the first application for the same, under the provisions 
.of this act, within five years from January Ist, 1867. 

Sxo. 11. Be it further enacted, That whenever any railroad 
company in this state shall have ironed and equipped forty miles 
of their own road, by and through their own credit, the said com- 
pany shall be entitled to the state loan, to the extent of ten thou- - 
sand dollars per mile, for every mile that may have been thus 
ironed and equipped by said company; and such loan shall be 
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extended to said company without the conditions and stipulations 
named in section first of this act; but an affidavit shall be re- 
quired, that the said state loan,-due and to be issued to said com- 
pany, shall be used only in the extension, benefits, and final com- 
pletion of said road, and that the said road has sufficient assets, 
with the loan asked, to grade and prepare for the rails, the whole, 
or sixty additional miles, of said road; and said loan shall ope- 
rate as a lien, as in other cases.

maps, charts, globes, chemical, philosophical instruments, and 
other apparatus, and such other furniture, as in their judgment 
may seem necessary to complete the success of said institution. 

Sro. 2. Be it further enacted, That the stockholders of said 
academy shall meet and elect from among their number a board 
of trustees, five in number, and one treasurer, all of whom shall 
hold office for one year, and until their successors are elected and 
qualified; and in all elections stockholders.shall be entitled to one’ 
vote for each share they may hold at the time of said election; 
and that said board of trustees shall meet from time to time, and 
at their first meeting, if not already done, elect one of their num- 
ber to preside over their meeting, and shall act as secretary of 
said board; and said board of trustees shall keep, in a well bound . 
book, a fair and accurate record of all their proceedings; and the 
treasurer shall keep in a well bound book or books, fair and accu- 
rate accounts of all moneys and other effects which may come to 
his hands, and shall only pay out when ordered to do so by said 
board of trustees, keeping correct account as to whom and for 
what paid; and when ordered by the board of trustees, shall pre- . 
sent or exhibit to that body a written statement, in tabular form, 
of all his transactions as such treasurer; and said treasurer shall 
be required to enter into bond, with approved security, in such 
sum as may be determined by said board of trustees. 

Seo. 3. Beit further enacted, That stock subscribed shall be by 
shares of twenty-five dollars each, and that said corporate body 
and their successors in office shall have power to open books for 
the subscription of the same, and upon the final payment thereof, 
to issue certificates of stock to any person or persons entitled 
thereto, which certificate shall or may be assignable. 

Szo. 4. Be it further enacted, That said corporate body shall 
have power to employ and appoint a president or principal teach- 
er, and assistant teacher, and other officers and agents, on such 
terms as in their judgment is best calculated to promote the in- 
terest of the institution and the advancement of science; and shall ’ 
have power to remove any or all of such officers and agents, if in

their judgment it be necessary, and the interest of the institution 
require it; to fill vacancies occasioned by death, resignation, re- 
moval, or otherwise. _ 

Suc. 5. Be it further enacted, That said corporation shall have 
power to establish departments for study of any or all of the 
learned arts, sciences, and belles lettres, and to constitute and 
confer such degrees therein as are usually conferred by first class 
academies and colleges; and to this end said corporation shall have 
power to institute and appoint a board of competent persons, five 
in number, aways including the faculty, who shall examine all 
applicants for said academical degrees; any three members of 
said board, including the principal, shall be competent to transact 
business, and if said applicant or applicants are found to possess 
such knowledge as in the judgment of said board may render 
them worthy, they may be considered graduates in course, and 
shall be entitled to receive a diploma accordingly, on payment of 
such fee as may be fixed by said board of examiners, not, how- 
ever, to exceed twenty dollars, and said fee shall belong to and be 
a part of the general fund of the academy, and paid over to the 
treasurer thereof by said board of examiners. 

Sec. 6. Be it further enacted, That in the event that the 
academy building or buildings shall not at all times be of suffi- 
cient capacity to accommodate all applicants for scholarship, and 
in order to encourage laudable persons and laudable enterprise, a . 
preference right shall be given to those pupils whose fathers, 
mothers, guardian, or other legal representative, may first under- 
take and prosecute to completion, the necessary building or build- 
ings in which said academical studies are to be pursued, according 
to the number of shares by them or their representatives severally 
held. . 

Sro. 7. Be it further enacted, That in addition to the regular 
tuition fees paid by stockholders, the amount of which shall be 
regulated by the board of thustees, it shall be lawful, and said 
board of trustees shall have the right, to claim, demand, and col- 
‘lect from the non-stockholders, fifty cents per month for each pu- 
pil he, she, or they may have taught in said academy, and whose

To the Honorable the Senate, and House of Representatives of 
the United States of America, in Congress Assembled. 
Your memorialists, the General Assembly of the State of Arkan- 
sas, respectfully represent that, whereas, congress has richly 
endowed the Union Pacific Railroad and its northern branches, 
with government bonds, land grants, and other franchises, by an 
act approved July Ist, 1862, and. since by act amendatory and 
supplementary thereto; and, whereas, your memorialists believe 
that the commercial interests of the state of Arkansas, as of the 
south and of the-nation at large, would be promoted by building 
a southern branch of said great national thoroughfare, and be- 
lieving. that we are fairly and justly entitled to such a branch, 
your memorialists would, therefore, respectfully and earnestly 
ask that the Union Pacific Railway Southern Branch Company, be 
- ag liberally endowed and provided for in all respects, as the said 
Union Pacific Railroad and its northern branches ; the same being 
a corporation organized under the laws of the state of Kansas, 
to construct a railroad from, at, or near Fort Riley, Kansas, down 
the valley of the Neosho river, to the southern line of the state of 
Kansas, with a view to the extension of the same through the 
Indian territory to the Arkansas boundary, at ornear Fort Smith, 
Arkansas, and recognized by act of congress as the southern

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branch of said Pacific Railroad, approved, July 26th, 1866. And, 
as in duty þound, your memor ialists will ever pray &c.

[No. 2.] Zo the Honorable Senate and House of Representatives 
of the United States, in Congress assembled. 

We, your memorialists, the General Assembly of the State of , 
Arkansas, respectfully represent to your honorable body, that, 
for the want of Jevees on the Mississippi river, in, this state, an 
immense body of land is liable to be annually submerged by the 
overflow of that river, and that the state as well as the people 
residing in the district thus liable to be submerged, are pecuni- 
arily unable to make the necessary levees, and we, therefore, 

respectfully ask for-an appropriation of money by you, to aid in 

their construction. And we beg leave to call your attention to . 
‘the following, among other reasons, which have led us to hope 
‘that you may grant our request: 

The district liable to be submerged, is over twelve miles wide, 
and two hundred miles long, embracing over 1,536,000 acres'of 
land ; and (beside large quantities of land in Lonisiana that would 
be protected by these levees), of this 1,536,000 acres, fully 300,000 

“acres are cleared and have been in cultivation. Of this take one 
half for corn and other produce, and we have 150,000 acres for 
cotton, which will yield on an .average, over 400 lbs. per acre, 
and at the present rate of tax, will give over $12 per acre, or 
$1,800,000, from the present cleared land of this district for one 

_year, if protected and cultivated. This enterprise will require the - 

‘expenditure of a large sum of money—say fully $2,500,000. Nei- 
ther the people nor the state are able to raise the money for this 
great work, and we therefore recommend it to the care and atten- 

` tion of the general government, believing that she will find it to 

be to her interest to make an appropriation.for it. . 

= Weare of opinion that if the general government will appro- 
priate $2,500,000 to this great work, to the end that the land now 
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cleared may be protected, the taxes on the cotton that may be 
. raised thereon, (omitting the crop of 1867, which must be raised 
before the levees can be made), will, within five years from the. 
first day of Jannary, 1867, repay the whole $2,500,000, and 
interest thereon, and the appropriation would thus become, at 
most, but a temporary loan. Besides, it will, by bringing into 
cultivation other lands, and opening up and developing the 
country, become the basis of future large income from portions 
thereof, that might otherwise remain for a long time undeveloped. 
The premises considered, we respectfully ask your earnest and 
early consideration of the matter herein presented, and for ita
